are a delusion : he had iio business to leave 
home witli dveams of streets jiavod with 
nuggets — <if roast j»igs meeting him at the 
wluii'f, jihitcd, tabled, with silver cutlery 
to boot, asking him to cat and live. Thus 
industry is mocked and niiiilo to miiuater 
to its own humiliation, and capital is petted 
and protected. Whenever wc meet with 
protection to nati^'e industry, it is to us 
what a layer of stable manure is to tlje 
liuitly-gurdy grinder in the street — a liint 
of sickness near, and a notice to puss on.

A man named George Robertson, a 
miner in the einploymciit of Messrs H.'iles 
and Hinds, Blue ypur, where he has worked 
during tiie last two years, was crushed by 
tlie fall of a large block of coinent, while 
he was at work on Thursday, the 27tli ult. 
Death was instantaneous. Tho deceased 
was a native of Durham, and was about 40 
years of age. Ho leaves a widow and 
tliree children, who are now living at tho 
Blue Spur. 

Keziali Bolton arrived ia DuiiediH per 
coacli on the 2nd inst. from the Dunstan, 
and was lodged in the Gaol, committed for 
trial at the next Criminal Seasioiis, “ for 
that she, on the 15th October last, ut Dry* 
bread, unlawfully did disinter and dig up 
the body of a male child, not named, tlio 
cliild of Ann King, then and there buried. ” 
A Chinaman living in Tuapeka is pre* 
pared to grow the tea tree, and make a 
marketable commodity of it, if any en- 
couragement is given to liim by the Go- 
veimment or any capitalist. He believes 
the Danstau climate and soil well suited 
for the cultivation of the tea tree. The 
introduction of such an industry into Otago 
(says the local paper) ia worthy the consider- 
ation of the Government. 

A mail named George Elliott (says the 
Daily Timas of the 3rd inst), was accL 
dentally killed yesterday aftereoon whilst 
driving a horse and dray along the road 
leading from Captain Boyd's to tho IMain 
Nortli Road. Two men, wdio arrived at 
tlie spot shortly after the accident occurred, 
found that it had been caused by the back- 
band giving wmy wliilst the horse was 
being driven down a steep hill. The dray 
was loaded with wooden posts, which fell 
over the lioi-su and knocked it down, Tire 
deceased was found lying against a bank 
a few yards behind tho horso and dray, 
riow he had come by liis injuries, whether 
by being struck by the shaft, or hy the 
posts which formed the load, or awlieel of 
the dviiy passing over him, we could not 
learn. He lived for some time after the 
accident, but never spoke. Dr Cowie wub 
sent for, but life was extinct when he 
arrived. The deceased was a luaiticd 
man, and leaves a wife and family,

How little has been said about the union • 
of Otago and Southland ! The Press is 
silent ; public speakers are ditto ; and no 
one seems to rejoice or lament over tlie ' 
increased dominion of Otago. I cannot ' 
allow such an event to pass in silence, and ' 
I congratulate Southland on being released 
from the fear of bailiffs, and Otago on her 
increased rcBponsibilities. Wo have a 
railway now in Otago— more quickly com- 
pleted than the Port Chalmers works will 
be, I suspect. I have heard an anecdote, 
which is worth repeating, of the Winton 
Eaihvay, as an illustration of tlie speed of 
its engines. It appears that the engine- 
driver was instructed to pick up pa-Bsen- 
gera on the road (just as an omnibus in 
the city does) and among those who most 
often stopped the train for a ride, was an • 
old woman who once a week went to the 
town to sell butter and eggs. On one cc- 
caaion the engine-driver stopped nenr the 
old womaix^a house, .and asked her if slie 
was going to mount the train for a ride 
into toxvn. The old lady replied that she 
was much obliged, but she was already 
late, and could not wait for the train : she 
would just rim on, and come back by it in 
the evening. 

We have been visited by the Hiltons 
this month, and also by the Collins troupe 
twice.

The last 
Push Company, of whom I spoke in my 
last letter, have now brought up their main 
channel to the rear of Mr Jiimes Taylor's 
(now of Cromwell) timber yard, and they 
are looking with a wistful eye across the 
main street, in the direction of theYulcan 
Hotel. Indeed, I believe it has beeti dis

It is scarcely necessary t() go behin'l the scenes 
tn discover huw the mnchlnery of Government 
is worked in New Zealand ; for the motive 
power is exposed to the public gaze, and, more 
than this, often guided by tho public InduGncc. 
It would therefore be a misnomer to call the 
Governot'a or the various Superiiiteudonts’ ad- 
visers ** Privy Council*” (d /a mode /m;«5WrcZ)» 
They are more projrcrly named Executives, for 
they execute the people’s wishes ; and being 
charicably inclined, I would say to tho best of 
their ability. But present criticism is not 
on the of the Government, but rather, 
on one of the moans whereby tiicy ascertain the 
refiuirenienks of tho people. The principal 
sources of information arc the Press, petitions 
direct, aud the advoc.acy of members in Parlia- 
mojit ; after which come undue private influence, 
family ties, business connections, coiifldcr.tial 
coimnuuicaticms, and Govcriiinonfc obsei'v.'xtion, 
Out of these almost incxliau.-ilihlo subjects for 
discussion, I have chosen one with which I am 
perhaps most familiar ; f<ir it ia to the much* 
despiscil digger these elaborate memorials arc 
bnnight for signature, too often by that selfish 
olaas— the victuallers ; who, with groat fionrish 
of trumpets, expatiate upon tho many virtuee 
and excellent qualities of tho mining class when- 
ever the former desire to gain from the Govern- 
jneut a bnou especially to the advantage of the 
victu.aller class, and, perfectly rugardless of tho 
interests of the miner, g.-vin by inainceriby the 
end required, through tlic endor-^cment on the 
hill of a worthy name : I refer to J/incr, Ami 
the niinerM (easy-going, nn'ant for»ls) commit 
their autoc'raphs to those <hicinnents on the hack 



of a shovel, without ever reading tho Iicadluge 
of the petitions (few exee^ited}, in the same man- 
lier ufl they would give away a pipe of tobacco— 
quite iiuliHeieiit to the cause they have advo- 
cated, though it may be against thcmKclves, and 
Buuply signing to who may aiik 

them. Spoaking so much about a class or classes i 
may appear a digression from the main point, 
viz., petitions. But I maintain it has a bearing 
for I am writing with an object— I trust a good 
one— and I must go to the root of the matter. 
To condense as much as possible my criticism on 
the evil, I would simply suggest that a large 
nimibor of petitions from the Goldflelds of New 
Zealand are formed — firstly, by tho pressure of 
too many of one trade living on one another ; 
secondly, to force trade on borrowed capital and 
false appe.ar.ances, often with the goods covering 
a volcano of bankruptcy ; and thirdly, by the 
childish jealousy of petty townships, farmed into 
a tlaine by aspiring citizens, who act and speak 
aa if a kingdom were at stake. 

I quite believe in petitions as a means of draw- 
ing the attention of the Govermneut to the pub- 
lic wants j but it ia the abuse made of such 
means of appealing for help from the public purso 
that I protest against, rendering, as it does, a 
powerful and useful machinery quite untrust- 
worthy. The signatures are bona Jide, indeed j 
but too often without the sympathy, or even the 
knowledge of the contents, by two-thirds of the 
subscribers. Am 1 speaking advisedly, when I j 
attribute a large ra.ajority of petitions to tho sel- 
fishness of a few, who are, in Uolonial parlance, ^ 
obligeLl to drive a trade to exist? Am I ex- 
aggerating when 1 state that eight hotels can bo 
counted in a town coutaioing a population of 
about 200 people ? and if I am not, may I not 
point to those eight hotehi, and say that it is 
impossible that these places can he aupiwrted by 
legitimate trade. Their very appearance given 
an unhealthy tone to the place ; and the traveller 
must suspect that he is looked upon as fair prey 
to the fortunate shark who catches him. It 
may bo th.at I am drawing my picture in too 
strong colours, hut my fault must be extenuated 
whon I plead th.at so many of my class luve ao 
constantly and generously supported the victual- 
lers, too often to the utter ruin of the former. 
There are few on the Goldfields of Vi itoria and 
New Zealand who have not witnessed ‘ ‘ poor old 
Moleskins, ” after a few days’ bout of hard 
drinking, at a coat of from £5 to £.o0, in perhaps 
one public house, kicked out— posLtivciy kicked 
out of doors to He in tho gutter, until their 
senses return, or a policeman guides them into 
the camp. And when petitions savour of .any- 
thing like support to a class that requires weed- 
ing out, it is high time tiiat every signature on 
J the face of each ]5ctition ho taxed, that it may 
I bs ascertained how many of them are signed by 
j persons really interested, and wliothcr tlieir in- 
terests cave worthy of consideration and suppoi-t. 
There is no doubt that the Government in often 
pressed into a corner, and feels itself bmitid 
ahiioat to yield tt) the prayers of these monster 
petitions, even against ite own judgment ; but 
by setting enquiry on foot before granting such 
requests, it would be sometimes discovered that 
peihaps two-thirds of the signatures may be 
struck out .as bdonguig to men living quite 
away from the — totally and 

indifferent as to the result — and, of course, the 
petition would lose its weight, and justly bo 
treated with suspicion when this is brought to 
light, Again, it must be clearly aeon that ufteu 
the public meddle with matters tli.at clg not in 
any way concern tliem, and which they are 
f not in a position to judge about ; .and, conse- 
quently, by ticking an active part iu such 
matters, they display the cloven hoof. Let us 
suppose, for instance, the inhahibauts of the 
Nevis petition tlie Government that a Sujn'cme 
Court and stone gaol be built at the Nevis, and 
in their petition it ia act forth tliat, having 
at heart the public good, they feel thcrasclvos 
bound to point out to the Government the 
urgent necessity i»f having a Supreme Court, 
Gaol, Quarter Sessions, Puisne Judge, and 
Advocate immediately instituted at d^tvis j 
stating, as a reason, that that lonely spot is the 
centre of Otago {near tho truth), having ro.ads 
cmiceiitrating from every point of tho compass. 
First, from Dunedin by four differont directions, 
viz-, — virt Waikouaibi, via Bock aud Pillar, via 
Tuapeka, and via Pyramids ; from Southland— 
via the Dome Pass and the Backbone of the 
Umbrellas, a road well inarktd btj i<noto-2)ol€S ; 
from Queenstown aud Wakatip by that fast 
mail ateamer, the Anlrutit via Kingston — aud 
from thence by Glonquoich, through Nokomai 
and Upper Nevis ; from Arrow and Cardrona, 
via Edwards’ Ferry ant) the Nevia Bluli diggers 
track, or the Devil’s Staircase j and from 
Wanaka, Morven Hills, Bendigo, and CromwgU, 
via Adams’ Gully, and Potter's, No. 2. This 
elaborate description of tho geography of the 
country — the numerous roads radiating from so 
desirable a centre— would be SHAtff thrown into 
the eyes of the Government, while the Treasury 
chest is rifled of its contents— but not a word 
about tlie almost inaccessibility of the place 
itself ; .and still more, will bo concealed the rc.al 
motive, that a prop of ImgedinionHions isimme- 
(li.ately required to prevent the fall of humpty 
(luinp^y. Fcrh.ajis this is a far-fetched case. 
,\t any rate, the unhappy Judge, I am sure, 
would think so (as well m his Advocate) if it 
were to eventuate, .and he found himself somo 
futuro 21st of June ascending Caimmuir to hold 
a court. But, ro.ally, some petitions are almost 
ao ridiculous as such a one as I Lave pourtrayed ; 



at least — I will qualify my remarks by adding 
— taken from a digger's view of the subject. 
Surely it cannot matter to tho people where the 
Court ia held, or prisoners confined, as long all ! 
their travelling expenses aro paid when they are 
called upon as witnesses at trials ; aud eurely, 
also, the Judges are the best qualified to advise 
the Government where to appoint sittings for 
the trial of crimmai and civil cases. An opinion 
from dear old Wilson Gray (I must speak 
endearingly of him as an old constituent of his 
in Victoria), would be worth all the petitions 
that could be forwarded in a year, for his 
remarks would be well weighed, free from preju- 
dice or party infiuence, and directed to best 
serve the interests of the public. Everybody 
to his own calling, is my motto. Let tradesmen 
and commmercial men petition about tariff and 
taxes ; miners, on water-race questions and 
mining privileges } runholders, on assessment 
on stock ; and all damn on the subjects of sup- 
port to charitable institutions, roads, bridges, 
and lands } but on government, let the Execu- 
tive decide unfettered, and on the administra- 
tion of the law, the Judges be the only 
petitioners. My object in writing on petitions— 
or, rather, on the abuse creeping in — is to advo- 
cate tbeir purity, so that confidence may bo 
placed in them as sure indications of the feelings 
of the subscribers, <and not suspicion that they 
are spurious. The appeal for help from the 
public chest from particular quarter, must,

closes its ears to, perhapa, legitiuiate memorials 
that are presented hei^eafter. Strict integrity 
in such mattors ia as highly necessary tn 
preserve a healthy state of affairs, as the same 
virtue in Judges aud hlagistrates.

We liav 0 been favoured with the pens- 
eal of a lithogriiphed facsimile, of The J/el- 
bourne Aduerluer, the hrst newspaper ever 
published in Victoria. This pioneer of 
tho Melbourne Press was “ written for 
and published by John P. Fawkner,” and 
tho second number — the one now under 
notice — was dated Monday, 8th January, 
1838. It was written on a sheet fools- 
cap, and, judging from the nuijiber of 
advertisements it contained, must have 
been a paying speculation. As appeal's 
by an advertisement, “ Fawkner's Hotel" 
was the first established in Melbourne ; 
and the proprietor seems to have been in 
business as timber merchant, dealer in 
stock, iJic., die. New Zealand does not 
seem to have been altogether unknowi^'to 
the denizens of the city in embryo, as tho 
following advertisement will show : — ’ 

“On sale, a (quantity of superior New Zpr. 
land pine, in Logs and in Flooring Boanls. — A pply 
to Mr Horatio Coopert Mcibouruc : or to Mr 
Hugh M‘Lean, Williaiustown.” 

In the “ Poets’ Corner” we find this 
“ Ode to Beauty —

The Strength of ?aria. 

~o— 

Oil this subject the Sydney Morning 
Herald of the 2S)th ult. seya : — " liuch 
monurchhealefi uioumueuts of iiianile, end 
every part of Paris teems with laemorials 
of victory. But all these architectural and 
eagineering achievements would have 
oti'ered only a richer prize, but for the forti- 
fications erected by Louis Philippe during 
the Ministry of M. Thiel'S. All round 
Paris there are walls of solid masonry, 
mounted with artillery. Boyoud are forts 
of great strength, which it is difficult to 
imagine could be taken by assault. Be- 
tween the walls and these forts there is a 
space of from one to nearly two mites, 
should any of them be captured, there are 
subterranean passages connected with cho 
city, aud chambera for the reception of g'uu- 
puivder, which would make-tlie possession 
of these forts very drngerous to the cajrtors. 
The tieiue runs throughout the centre of 
Paris, which shows on die map nearly a 
circular form. The two parts of the city 
are connected by bridges. We learn tliat 
all the intervening land between the city 
walla aud the forts have been cleared, so 
as to alibi'd no shelter to an appraaching 
enemy. These walls are manned chiefly by 
the woi'knioii of Paris. Every Freucliiiian 
knows something of war, aud the force 
within is estimated at three hundred 
thousand men. No one, after what has 
been done, would venture to predict the 
issue of this war. The removal of the 
Emperor has, however, for the present 
taken away one cause of division, wliat- 
ever may be its ultimate consequence, and 
now the French are able to make peace 
without the shame of his defeat. No one 
will pretend to judge of the priiduiuie of 
strategical measures by their success. But 
according to the reports which readi us, 
the jiresence of the Emperor was the 
priiuary cause of defeat. General M'Mahoii 
could not take those measures which were 
necessary because he had to take care of 
the Emperor. It was impossible for him 
to return with safety to I’aris. Thus the 
Emperor could only aivait tlie accidents of 
tlie lield, or surreiider himself to the enemy.
